Real estate transfers In Rush 


County during the year 1927 
amounted to $1,165,193, or an 
increase of $115,000 over the 
previous year, and 
mortgages 


filed showed a big 
increase, 


reaching $2,131,834 against $1,- 
265,937 for the previous year, 
according to the annual report 
submitted today by Mrs. Myrtle 
Ray, county recorder. 


The real estate sales number- 


ed 627, exclusive of the one dol- 
lar and other considerations 
which numbered 290. These 627 
sales netted $1,165,193, and in 
the year before the sales num- 
bered 355 and reached 
$1,045,- 


076. Each year these sales in- 
cluded five sheriff's deeds. 


The mortgage increase this 


year was attributed to a large 
extent to those filed involving 
the Innis, Pearce & Company 
factory, although the number of 
mortgages increased from 966 in 
1926 to 1,227 last year. Mortga- 
ges in 1927 were listed with 259 
on farms, 233 on city and town 
property, 32 hi the school fund, 
610 chattel mortgages and 93 
liens. 


While mortgages 
increased, 


the number of satisfactions also 
increased, with $1,138,479 being 
paid off on mortgages released, 
and in the year before the satis- 
fied mortgages amounted to on- 
ly $350,530 and numbered 732 
while last year the number of 
satisfactions were 1,074. 


With farm land mortgages 


during the year amounting to 
$888,220, this was offset 
by 


$828386 being paid off on farm 
mortgages. The mortgages on 
city 
and 
town 
properties 


amounted to only 
$145,028, 


placing the burden of mortga- 
ges on city and town property, 
instead of farm lands as com- 
monly believed. 


Mrs. Ray in her report shows 


also that 
chattel mortgages 


during 1927 numbered 610 and 
amounted to a total of $591,121, 
and that during the year 557 
such mortgages were paid 
off. 


and the releases amounted 
to 


$131,324. 


Her report shows that during 


1927 in addition to filing 627 
deeds for real estate transfers, 
there were filed also 290 deeds 
of the one dollar and other con- 
siderations variety, and 298 ot- 
her miscellaneous papers. 


Her report, as prepared, has 


been forwarded to the legisla- 
tive bureau of the state, where 
annual reports of all county of- 
fices are filed for state referen- 
ces.

Article No. 3 of the section de- 


voted to states declares that 
"No state may intervene to the 
internal affairs of another." 


Since the right to interven- 


tion has for years been an in- 
tegral part of the policy and 
practice of the United States 
whenever American lives and 
property have been 
allegedly 


threatened, discussion of this 
article may easily take a poUti- 
cal turn unless heroic measures 
are adopted to prevent it. 


American marines are still in 


Nicaragua and Haiti and then- 
presence to those countries hav» 
not furnished arguments to fa- 
vor of intervention that tho Lu- 
tin American mind is wining to 
adopt as a recognized principle 
worthy of being sanctified by in-

law.

ly in the new fieid of price analysis, make a dis- 
interested appraisal of the adequacy of the 
methods followed and the data available for 
such work, and also study the uses being made 
of the results. 
The committee was organized 


during the recent 
meeting of economists at 


Washington, and will meet from time to time to 
formulate the committee's report and recom- 
mendation.

the committee will be awaited with interest

U. S. Marine Corps Flier 


Crumple a piece of piece of 


paper and throw it on the floor. 
There you have Nicaragua as 
American marine flires sjee the 
country from the air. It is a 
country of pronounced ups and 
downs. Its topography is sprink- 
led with wandering bands of 
troops, volcanoes and the bump- 
iest air a flier ever experienced. 


The American fliers in Nica- 


ragua went there expecting lit- 
tle or no trouble. Nicaraguans 
could not shoot, they thought; 
especially were they unable 
to 


hit an airplane in flight! 


More than once have they 


scoffed at stories that the Nica- 
raguans—especially the 
rebels 


or bandits—are expert marks- 
men. At first we flew at altitud- 
es ranging from 200 to 1000 feet. 
We sought such information as 
observation of the terrain might 
yield. 
Occasionally we heard "funny 


noises"; at other times we saw 
individual riflemen point rifles 
in our direction and shoot, but 
did not connect the two. 


But the dark-skinned natives 


can shoot! Ask any marine offi- 
cer now on duty there. Take my 
case for instance. 


One day I was flying over a 


shack in the vicinity of Mata- 
galpa. I saw a man run out 
from a shack, turn suddenly 
and shoot at my plane. I report- 
ed this on returning to head- 
quarters, but the officers consid- 
ered it a joke. Who could take 
seriously an attempt to hit with 
a rifle bullet an airplane speed- 
ing 9 miles an hour 2000 feet 
above ground? 


Two days later I circled the 


same spot at rather low alti- 
tude, to see if the fellow would 
fire on me again. Sure enough, 
he drilled a hole through one 
wing, missing my head 
less 


than eight inches and coming 
equally close to the gasoline 
tank.

ing to our orders. Having reach- 
ed that altitude I dived.strmlgbt 
at the "WO of Nicaragua," I lin- 
ed my sights on them while we 
picked op speed in that vertical 
rush until we were dropping at 
a rate of 150 miles an hour. 


I opened up with a fixed gun 


and fired a full belt 
of 150 


rounds. Once the bullets began 
to pour into the group, it melt- 
ed as its 
members scrambled 


out of there. I pulled up barely 
50 feet above the tree tops and, 
strangely, only a few men could 
be seen. All the others had com- 
pletely disappeared. 


Each Nicaraguan bomb con- 


sist of a cylinder of iron con- 
taming three sticks of dyna- 
mite, a spring and a metal ball. 
The force of striking an object 
causes the ball to rebound from 
the spring against the 
dyna- 


mite. Then the dynamite ex- 
plodes. 


On each trip into the air the 


Nicaraguan fliers carry their re- 
volvers and on occasion they 
take along 
a 
"five 
gallon 


bomb." In it are combined ma- 
terials for a combined gas, fire 
and bombing ettack. 


They follow elemental princi- 


ples in making-the larger bomb. 
First the "regulation" 
small 


bomb is prepared and attached 
to the can. Inside are deposited 
a bottle filled with sulphuric 
and a handful of black powder 
and 
some 
gasoline-soaked 


waste. 


With these large tins of death 


hi their laps, the fliers take off 
and sail through bump,- air. 
Sho-j.c they „••.•«•: crash in -»k- 
h .• off or »>»rr,'ng with one.
